Feiſt, I ſhall con ſider the Perſons to whom the Ex- 
hortation is made That they were the Clergy; that 
Is, Men peculiarly fer a- part by the Holy Ghoſt for the 
Office of the Miniſtry, 1s cyltels from the words im- 
mediately following my Text; but of what Order, is 
not eaſie to determine, becaule the. Apoſtle calls them 
by different names. Juſt aſter the Text, they are ſtiled 
Overſcers, or Biſhops, as the word is uſually render'd 
in other Places. And in the 17 ver, they are called 
. Presbyters or Prieſts; but Whether they are Biſhops 
-. only, or Prieſts only, or Bimops and Prieſts togetber, 
cannot certainly be known. Their being called El- 
ders or Prieſts in the 17 ber. doth not prove that they 
were all of that inferior rank, which we now com- 
- *monly. call Prieſts; zud diſtingniſh them from that 
Highcr Order in the Church, which we call Biſhops : | 


May, their being called Elders doth not prove this, be- 
_ cauſe that Word is of a mach wider ſiguification in 
__ Scripture, and we find it ſometimes aſcribed. to the A- 
poſtles themfelyes,who certainly were of greater power 
And dignity than a common Presbyter: Nor on the other 
hand, can we cetainlyconclude they were all Biſhops pro- 
N e beeauſe they ate ſaid to he Overſeers ot 
"Biſhops of Chriſt's Flock. For the word Overſeer, in 
2 ſubordinate and limited ſenſe doth as properly belong 
to the Prieſt, as tothe Biſnop. He is in ſubordination 
79. the Biſhop, as truly an Overſeer of that part 
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Chriſt's Flock, which is committed to his Charge, as 


1 


certainly to determine this, ſo neither is it very materi- 
al to do it; we are at liberty to abound in our own ſenſe, 
and may differ in our Opinions concerning it; without 
either hurt to Religion, or the Breach of Peace and 
Charity among our ſelves. The more probable Opi- 
nion ſeems to be this, that the Apoſtles Audience was 
made up both of Prieſts and Biſhops. / But that which 
is of much greater Conſequence, and which I cannot 
paſs over Without taking notice of, is, That ſome 
from this place and others of the lixe nature have en- 
deavour'd to draw an Argument; to maintain an Er- 
rour of high Importance, from whence have flow- 
ed Diviſions and Animoſities among us, to the reproach 
of the Reformation, and to the great hindrance of true 
Piety and Charity. For from this place and ſome 
others where the fiames of Presbyter and Biſhop are gi- 
en to the ſame perſons, ſome would conclude, that the 
Order and Office of 2 Biſhop and Presbyter are the 
fame, and that there is no diſtinction of the one from 
the other. But how plauſible ſoever this way of argu- 
lag may ſeem to ſome, whoſe Cauſe it ſerves, yet it is 
very, deceitful in its ſelf; and, if we follow it whicher. 
it would lead us, will bring us into groſs Errors. Let 
us make Tryal of it in another Caſe of the like Na- 
ture. The great Apoſtle St. Paul is alfo called a Dea- 
en in Scriptures, as 1 Cor. 3. ver. 5. Who then M Poul, 
ana who Apollo, but Deacons by whom ye believed? *Tis 
tue we render the word Miniſters in our Tranſlation, 
xcauſe che word Deacon is now in an eſpecial manner 
[appropriated to an inferiour order of Men in the Church 
hut it is Deacons.in the Original. Now will any one 
tom hence conclude, that the Office of an Apoſtſe and 
acon were the ſame? This our Adverſaries will not 
fo, notwirhſtanding the words are undeniably applied 
© the ſame Perſon; -which ſhew they allow dis Argu- 
dent to have no force any further chen it ſet ves their 
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the Biſhop is over his Dioceſe. But as we ate not able 
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own turn. Nothing then can be concluded barely 
from the promiſcuous. uſe of theſe Names in.Scrip- 
| ture; and fo St. Chry/oftom thought, as appears from a 
' moſt remarkable Place in his Comment on Pbil. I. ver. 

A. Paul to all tbe Saints that are at Philippi, with the Bi- 
= ſhops and Deacons. What is this? ſaith he, Were there 

many Biſhops of one City? By no means; but he calls 
the Presbyters ſo; for then theſe Names wete uſed in 
common, and a Biſhop was called a Deacon. In which 
words of St. Cbryſoſtom, we are plainly taught theſe two 
things, 1/. The confuſion of Names that was in the 

Apoſtles time; ſometime Presbyters were called Bi- 

ſhops, and Biſhops were called Deacons. 24%. The 
diſtinckion oſ the Offices, notwithſtanding this confu- 
ſion of Names; for not only a Biſhop and a Deacon 
vVere of different Orders, as our Adverſarics do allow, 
but alſo a Biſhop and Presbyter; for according to St. 
Cbryſaſtom, though there were many Presbyters in one 
City, yet there were not many Biſhops. And indeed, 
though the Names were not fixed and determin'd in the 
beginning, yet the Orders and Offices were. And! 
con any one to ſhew any Church for many Hun- 
dred of Years after Chriſt, which was not govern'd by 
a Succeſſion of Biſhops, as Superior to Presbyters. And 
tis worth our obſerving, That ſome of the moſt learn'd 
of our Adverſaries do themſelves in effect confeſs this, 
| _ whilſt convinced by the Evidence of Truth, they arc 
forced to acknowlede, That Epiſcopal Government 
| was eſtabliſn d throughout the Univerſal Church ſoon 
after the Apoſtles time. For ſince no tolerable account 
can be given, how. fo great a change of Government 
could happen in che Church ſo univerſally and in ſo 
ſhort a time, as by their own confeſſion did; it makes 
it more than probable, that no ſuch change did ever 
happen, but that the Goverment of the Church was 
by Biſhops, from the very times of the Apoſtles, and 
by their ſpecial Appointment. And ſo much for the

Firſt, Take beed unto your ſelves. The Apoſtle has not 
given us the expreſs meaning ofthis Phraſe here; how 
eyer we may eaſily collect it out of his Epiſtles to 74 

mot by and Tits, where we frequently Snd him exhort= 
ing them, to take cate of their Lives and Converſati- 
ons, and to behave themſelves as becomes the Preachers 
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| thou an Example of the Believers in ward, in converſation, in 
charity, in parity; Which Advice he ſums up briefly in 
the 16th ver. uſing the ſame Expreſſion with that in 
my Text, Take heed unto thy ſelf. And in his Epiſtle to 
Tits he exhorts him to ſhew himſelf a pattern of good 
Works. Tis plain then that the ſenſe of the Apoltle's 
Advice in this place is, That a Miniſter ſhould take 
heed to lead an Holy Life. - This he is obliged to, 
not only upon account of his own Salvation, but alſo 
in order to catry on the Work of his Miniſtry ſucceſs- 
fully, For though the Wickedueſs of a Miniſter, as 


| our Church declares in her Articles, doth not hinder 


the effect of God's Ordinances upon thoſe thar duly par- 
take of them, and to ſeparate from a Church tightly 
Conſtituted according to Chriſt's Will upon this pre- 
tence, is not lawful ; yet it muſt be own'd, that the 
behaviour of a Miniſter, whether good of bad has great 
Power either to help or hinder the advancement of Re- 
lion. I ſhall only inſtance. in two or three Advan- 
ages of a good Miniſter. The Firſt is, That he there- 
Yy takes the beſt Courſe to avoid being contemned. 
hough our Holy Profeſſion may be hated by ſome 
profligate W retches, and a Miniſter may be deſpiſed 
purely upon that account; yet commonly ſpeaking, if 
bis Behaviour be ſuch as 7 1 e e, ho

| Will in a good meaſure be * Contempt amongſt 
the generality of People, For Men are not ſo bad, 
but that a prudent, and ſteady courſe of Virtue will 
find ſome Reſpect and Eſteem among them. But if he 
de as Worldly, and as Senſual as the reſt of Mankind 
ate; if Luſt, or Covetouſneſs, or Ambition govern 
him, no wonder if he meet with Contempt from Men. 
If a Miniſter forgets the Excellency of his Profeſſion, 
| that he is the Servant of the moſt High GOD, and his

| ſhould forget it too, and inſtead of treating him with 
that Reſpeck which is due to his. Character, uſe 
him with Reproach and Contumely; ſo neceſſary is 
that advice of St. Paul to Timothy to bè obſerved by him;

s | But Szcondly, He thereby adds Weight and Autho- 
_ rity: to his Inſtructions. The Chriſtian Religion in- 
| deed ſtands upon a ſure Foundation, is fupported by 
the ſkrongeſt and cleareſt Arguments, urges Men to the 
Fr practice of the molt amĩable Virtues, by the moſt pre- 
valenk Motives; ſo that a Miniſter has great Advan- 
' - tagesM order to convince. Men, and to perſuade them 
| _ to thett Duty, and to ſtop the mouths of Gainſayers: 
But yet if his. Life be wicked, theſe very Arguments 
loſe much oß their force, they do not appear fo ſtrong 
das otherwiß ie could. For Men are apt to be 
ſhockt wier he dees Contradiction, which they dil- 
cern to be beten his Life and Doctrine; and the 
_  ſtrongerhis Arguments againſt Sin are, ſtill the more 
they muſt be confounded to. conſider, That he who can 
repreſent the dangerous condition of an impenitent 
Sinner ſo lively, and ſeems ſo ſenſible of the Puniſh- 
ment which ſack Huſt undergo, can yet act in defiance 
of all this, and live in the habitual: Practice of thoſe 
WM Sins, to which with his own mouth he owns _—_ 
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n to be due. Hence A doe to paſs that good Men 7 

ee offended, and bad Men are hardned; of ſuch con- 
equence.it is, that Miniſters thovuld follow the Apoftles 
Doctrine, and take heed to themſelves and their Liyes 
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But Thirdiy, He lets Men fee that Religion is not on- 
ya reaſonable, but a practicable Inſtitution too. No-—- 
hing frights Men more from a ſerious application to 
Religion, than the difficulty they apprehend to be in 
* They are apt tobe foen diſcouraged, and after 
ome few attempts made in yain, to conclude it an im- 
Solfible Task; and are oſten thereby tempted either to 
ele it wholly, or elſe to fly to thoſe, who will 
reſctibe them an eaſier way to Heaven, than the Re- 
ormation of their Lives. But a good Miniſter ſhews 
how unreaſonable theſe Mens proceedings are, he gives 


hem a ſenſible Demonſtration how falſely they urge 
he impoſſibility. of being good; and by the conformity 
f his own Life to his Doctrine (who is one of like Pai- 
lions with thetn) lets them fee that the fault is in them- 
elves, and that there is no difficulty in Religion, but 
what they may overcome, if they will but uſe the
